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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Hauffe has no teaching of 
how strong the lid is. It is the examiner's position that while features of an apparatus may be recited either structurally or functionally, 
claims directed to an apparatus must be distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather than function, because apparatus 
claims cover what a device is, not what a device does (Hewlett-Packard Co. v. Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 
1525, 1528 (Fed, Cir. 1990)). Thus, if a prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use as recited in the preamble, or 
elsewhere in a claim, then it meets the claim. The limitation that the lid is capable of sithstatnding a force of at least 8000 pounds is not 
supported by the claimed structure. The type of plastic and dimensions of the lid are necessary components to properly support the 
strength limitation. These necessary components are not set forth in the claim. 

In addition, the determination of patentability in a product-by-process claim is based on the product itself, even though the claim may be 
limited and defined by the process. That is, the product in such a claim is unpatentable if it is the same as or obvious from the product of 
the prior art, even if the prior product was made by a different process. In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 697, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 
1985). A product-by-process limitation adds no patentable distinction to the claim, and is unpatentable if the claimed product is the same 
as a product of the prior art. . 
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
